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DETAILED ACTION 

Inventorship 

1 . The petition under 37 CFR 1 .48(a) seeking to correct the original naming of 
inventors by adding the previously unnamed persons - CARL A. BENDER and 
GREGORY SALYER - as inventors of previously claimed subject matter in this 
application is deficient because the chain of title is deficient. The assignment filed in 
support for the statement under 37 CFR 3.73(b) only shows WALKER B. CARROLL as 
the assignor. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an applicatbn for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Pettey et al. 
(USP 6,594,712). 

Pettey teaches a method for transmitting a message packet from a first node 
[102, 104, FIG. 1] to a second node [108, FIG. 1; 108, 202, FIG. 2] in a data processing 
system [FIG. 22b], said method comprising the steps of: 

establishing a first set of communication parameters [912, 922, FIG. 9] prior to 
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message packet transmission time in a communications adapter [104, FIG. 1 ; 202, FIG. 
2] connected to a first one of said nodes; 

establishing a second set of communication parameters [914, 924, FIG. 9] prior 
to message packet transmission time; 

wherein said first and second sets of communication parameters are interpreted 
jointly and wherein together they define disparate areas of memory [SGL 900, FIG. 9 - 
as a scatter/gather list] in said first node from which said message packet is assembled 
[col. 12, lines 24-57], whereby a single message packet [col. 14, lines 35-37; col. 15, 
lines 10-12; col. 15, lines 25-26 implicitly supporting a single packet - if the data 
specified in the SGL 900 can be contained in one packet] is provided which contains 
data from disparate memory locations but which still preserves direct memory to 
memory transfer [col. 12, lines 24-57; col. 14, lines 25-51].
